THE SWINGING LABOR PENDULUM 


A'.! labor organizations have dropped 


their quarrels to turn upon a common foe 
found :r. the form o! the Oregon labor 
act passed under a referendum statute 
and approved by a majority of 50.000 
votes in a ?tate that only casts 350,000. 


V.'h.le this method of making laws 


fho'iM be wiped off the statute books be- 
cause :t :? highly impractical and in de- 
fiance of the basic principles of repre- 
sentative government there must be ap- 
pended the additional reason evident in 
this case,—and that is the tendency of thc 
people to create laws in revenge and for 
purposes of punishment quite irrespective 
of jus'icc. 


Yet this law gives occasion for every 


person to find some bit of satisfaction 
in the very crudity of its unnatural par- 
ent, the Wagner Act. The claims made 
against the Oregon law by Mr. Pressman. 
CIO lawyer, would really amount to a 
call to arms were it not that this very 
lawyer and his organization have dead- 
ened the senses of the public to the prac- 
tices cgainst which they now cry out.

the Oregon law that it is "discriminatory 
in that it subjects labor unions to regu- 
lations not applying to employers' organ- 
izations."

Good posture is the outward expression of inward strength. The

The 
Mexican click-beetle, one form of 
firefly, has three lights on its body. 


Nature also has made a glowing 


substance which can be obtained 
from the ground. It is known as 
'phosphorus." a name which came 
from the Greek 
language, 
and 


which means "light-bringer." 


A large amount of phosphorus 


is obtained 
from 
the 
so-called 


phosphate rocks," which are fair- 
ly common in some parts of North 
America, and arc found on other 
continents as well. The rocks must 
be treated before the phosphorus 
can be taken out. Pure beds of 
the substance do not exist. 


Plants take 
tiny 
amounts of 


phosphorus from the 
soil. 
This 


is important because 
we obtain 


phosphorus 
when 
we 
eat 
the 


plants, and our bodies need a small 
supply, chiefly for bone-building. 


When animal bones are burned, 


the 
ashes 
provide 
phosphorus. 


This is another way in which men 
obtain the substance for use in 
industry. 


Pure phosphorus of the common 


kind is white or pale yellow, and a 
stick of it looks something like a 
wax candle. The sticks are kept 
under water until needed. When 
brought out of the 
water, 
they 


must be handled 
with 
greatest 


care; a slight rub on a stick of 
phosphorus while it is in the air 
will make it burst into flames, 
causing a terrible burn if anyone 
is too close. 


In days gone by. white phos- 


phorus was employed for the ends 
of matches. Such matches \vere 
dangerous in more ways than one 
Small children sometimes placed 
the tips in their mouths, and died 
from poisoning. Match - workers 
used to suffer from the disease 
called "phossy jaw," w? ich brought 
about a rotting of the jawbones. 
Because of 
these 
dangers, 
the 


making of such matches has been 
stopped in almost all countries of 
the world. 


Ninety-four years ago a scien- 


tist found a way of obtaining red 
phosphorus by heating white phos- 
phorus in a closed jar or tank. The 
red phosnhorus has proved a bles- 
sing to the human race. It is not 
poisonous, and can be handled in 
the open air with little or no dan- 
ger.
